W idespread battles betw een rival 
militias swept Lebanon today and es­ 
calating clashes between leftists and 
Syrian-backed troops brought a leftist 
threat to retaliate “ with all the tools in 
our possession.” 
At least 35 persons died with 80 more 
wounded in fighting in the eastern Mt. 
Lebanon region and clashes between lef­ 
tists and Syrian-backed Saiqa guerrillas 
in the northern city of Tripoli. 
The leftists blamed Syria for the fierce 
Tripoli fighting and issued their sharpest 
condemnation yet of D am ascus’ in­ 
volvement in the war, charging that 
Saiqa attacks on the pro-Iraqi Baath 
party were part of a plan to “ subjugate” 
leftist and Palestinian groups, faction bv 
faction, 
“ The scheme of Syrian intervention, in 
view of the current Tripoli incidents, has 
entered a grave phase which should be 
exposed and confronted firm ly.” the lef­ 
tist parties said in a statement after an 
emergency meeting under Socialist chief 
Kamal Jum blatt. 
Leftist forces “ will consider any 
aggression against a nationalist (leftist) 
faction an aggression against the entire 
nationalist movement which requires a 
collective response with all the tools in 
our possession.” the statement said. 
“The nationalist movement is deter­ 
mined to use all forms of struggle” to br­ 
ing about its prim ary demand, the 
withdrawal of Syrian troops, it said.

A letter from Haney to Smitherman in­ 
dicates a willingness to delay signing a 
complaint if the company resolves its 
difficulties with the state Smitherman 
re p o rte d ly m et w ith board sta ff 
members in San Luis Obispo on Monday. 
In its essential term s, the w ater 
quality control board sought unsucces­ 
sfully for IO months to get technical data 
on the operation of the sewer company 
and a contingency plan to assure opera­ 
tion of the plant in the face of a possible 
IOO year flood from nearby Santa Ynez 
River. 
Smitherman said it would cost an es­ 
timated $10,000 to $15,000 to complete the 
study and report demanded by the state 
and a sum of money in “six figures” to 
im plem ent the necessary physical 
safeguards to the company’s settling 
ponds near Rucker Road and the Santa 
Ynez River. 
Smitherman said it is logical that 
eventually Mission Hills will have to 
join the regional facility. It is the factor 
of costs to implement the safeguards 
demanded by the state that may be 
pushing the company into that posture. 
Part of the push behind the state action 
against the company is believed to be the 
impending development of 37 new homes 
in the Mesa Oaks area Smitherman said 
his company's present facility could han­ 
dle the flow within the design limits of 
200.000 gallons a day. but that any ad­ 
ditional new flow would tax the capacity. 
Smitherman also agreed with reports 
that there may be a total of as many as 
200 new homes going into the area near 
Mission Hills, including the 37 that have 
been talked about. 
The response of Wahlers was swift to­ 
day. He indicated a willingness to con­ 
sider new talks on the possible entry of 
Lompoc Utility Services Co. However he 
said company officials had previously in­ 
dicated a desire to join, but had not 
followed through to put the interest in 
writing 
Smitherman says his first task is to 
gather the technical data required by the 
state and a timetable for implementa­ 
tion of any changes. He told this reporter 
yesterday that the company was meeting 
some of the state s criteria already.

Those who spent the most money got 
the most votes in the Lompoc City Coun­ 
cil election March 2, final campaign ex­ 
penditure statements filed with City 
Clerk Wilma Thomas showed today. 
Joe Valencia and Charles Ward. the 
successful candidates out of the field of 
eight running for the two vacancies, 
were the top spenders. Valencia, the 
highest voter-getter of all the can­ 
didates. was the second biggest spender, 
putting out $922 50 for his campaign 
Ward, who amassed the second highest 
number of votes, listed an even $1,000 as 
his campaign expense. Edward P. 
Rodgers, who placed third in the race, 
spent $897 09 
Half of Ward’s total was contributed 
by the law firm with which he is af­ 
filiated. $325 from the firm of Dunlap 
and Melville itself and $175 from Rod 
Melville, one of the partners. Other con­ 
tributors listed were Brad Dyer of Dyer 
Sheet M etal. $100: L ouise W ard, 
secretary for Martin Marietta at VAFB, 
$100; Warren Culberson and William 
Culberson of Culberson Construction. $50 
each. Bob Bouford of Mr. Paintman. 
$50; Jam es Finley, attorney. $50 and $100 
from various donors of amounts less 
than $50 each. Under g o contributions 
are not required to be itemized. 
A total of $650 for Valencia’s cam ­ 
paign came from donors in the under g o 
group 
Other amounts came from J. 
Orona of the El Zarape Restaurant, $165; 
Bob Coe. $50 
E W. Cox of Avenue 
Flower Shop. $50. and the remainder 
from his own funds. 
Rodgers' campaign was financed 
almost entirely out of his own pocket He 
paid $757 09 into his com m ittee’s fund,

Floyd Southern, who listed no commit­ 
tee organization working for his election, 
spent a total of $594.19, of which $504.19 
was his own money. The remaining $90 
was from miscellaneous donations of 
less than $50 each. 
John C. Peto spent $416.30 on his cam ­ 
paign, of which $231.30 was his own 
money and $185 from 12 contributors of 
less than $50 each. 
Earl Duane Collins listed no commit­ 
tee organization behind his campaign. 
He had a total of $331 92 in income and 
expenditures. Of that amount, $241.50 
was contributed by John Skov Sr. of Skov 
Auto Parts, $20 in miscellaneous dona­ 
tions and $70.42 out of his own pocket. 
Alberta Morgan and Burnham Truman 
each filed a “ short form” which in­ 
dicated they received and spent less that 
$200 on behalf of their candidacies. 


Brown set back 
on liquor plan 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The Senate 
today handed Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
a home state political setback by killing 
his plan to reorganize liquor licensing 
and alcoholism treatm ent programs into 
one department. 
The proposal was sunk without debate 
on a bipartisan 27-0 vote. 
Democratic Sen. Arlen Gregorio of 
San Mateo, who led the effort to reject 
the plan, said Brown’s aim of inserting a 
greater spirit of temperance into liquor 
regulation program s “ can be ac­ 
com plished with far less d rastic 
methods." 


U.S. drops 
direct role 
in Africa 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said today the 
United States has agreed that it will have 
no more direct dealings with liberation 
movements in southern Africa. 


Kissinger told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, “An important 
development is the agreement by a 
number of African leaders that outside 
powers should not in the future deal 
directly with liberation movements in 
southern Africa. 


“We agreed to this and urge all other 
countries to do the same. This represents 
a significant step in the direction of 
African solutions to African problems — 
and toward direct negotiations between 
the African groups involved, whether 
black or white.” 


Kissinger made the statement during 
his report to the committee on his two- 
week trip to Africa and the new policies 
that were enunciated during the tour. 


In his statem ent to the panel, a notable 
omission was the absence of any mention 
of an administration drive to repeal the 
Byrd amendment, which permits U.S. 
firms to evade the United Nations sanc­ 
tions against im porting Rhodesian 
chrome. 


U.S. officials said there had been a 
reference to the chrome in an earlier 
text of the Kissinger statement, but it 
was dropped because it is a politically 
sensitive subject at a delicate time for 
President Ford in his primary battles 
with Ronald Reagan. 


Kissinger’s African policy, which has 
already been unanimously endorsed by 
the mainly liberal foreign relations com­ 
mittee, was defended mainly by the 
Secretary of State on political, rather 
than economic grounds. 
He said, “ I believe that our policy is 
moderate and reasonable. More than 
that it is right.” 
Earlier. State department officials had 
described the Kissinger statement as 
“ an oblique answer to Ronald Reagan.” 
Reagan has been extremely critical of 
the administration’s African policies.

The meeting is scheduled for 7:30 a m.

Save Our Schools coalition of parents 
filed their "Notice of Intent" on the 
recall election effort on May 7.

Copies of the responses from the in­ 
dividual trustees eventually must ac­ 
company and lead off any petitions 
which are circulated in the recall effort. 
Proponents of a recall election have 
six months after the responses are filed 
tomorrow to gather the required number 
of signatures of registered voters.

Taxpayer group says limiting 
property levy could cut rate 


By DICK PRAUL 
The County Taxpayers’ Assn 
said W e d n e ^ y it estimates 
that if property taxes were used 
only for property-related ser­ 
vices. the 1976-’77 county tax 
rate could be reduced from 
$3.31 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion to about $1.47. 
Chester Knutila, executive 
secretary of the association, 
said an exam ination of the 
proposed $99.5 million budg^ 
for the next fiscal year — which 
has been approved by the 
county supervisors as a “ work­ 
ing document’’ ~ led him to es­ 
tim ate that $2.08 per $100 will 
be the county tax levy cost of 
financing social services, if the 
proposed budget is adopted in 
June by the board as is. 
He said this meant that “60 
per cent of the proposed 1976-’77 
county tax rate of $3.55 would 
go not to property-related ser­ 
vices. but to social services un­ 
der current tax legislation of 
the state” 
Knutila. in a letter to the 
board, stated: 
“ A f t e r r e v i e w i n g t h e 
proposed budget submitted to 
you May 3. we decided it would 
be useful to categorize county 


costs into three board areas: 
General .and 
Administrative, 
Social Services and Property 
Services. 
“There has been much dis­ 
cussion recently of what the 
property tax dollar should be 
used for. Proponents of tax 
reform, including our organiza­ 
tion. have re ite ra te d th eir 
belief that property taxes 
should only be used for proper­ 
ty-related services, lf this 
premise is valid, our findings 
should be a shock to yourselves 
and the taxpayers of the county 
and state." 
Knutila stated that the as­ 
sociation’s analysis shows that 
“ property-related services only 
consume about $11 million of 
the total county budget while 
social services consume some 
$76 million,’’ in speaking of the 
current budget. 
T he T a x p a y e r s ’ 
Assn. 
findings will be placed before 
the board and discussed a t the 
annual public hearings on the 
proposed budget early next 
month. 
While the board has approved 
the proposed county budget sub­ 
mitted by the administrative of­ 
fice as a “ working document,’’ 


it has withheld action on the 
proposed 
r e ve nue- sha ri ng 
budget which recommends only 
$153,332 to non-profit social and 
other service and environmen­ 
tal agencies for the coming 
year, as part of a $2.9 million 
budget. 
N on-profit groups

carry out programs for elderly,

$467,391 in the current fiscal 
year.

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Pentagon blamed 
for high price 
of m ilitary meat 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
General Accounting Office said 
today the Army’s stiff specifi­ 
cations for m ilitary m eat 
purchases reduces the number 
of firms that can compete for 
its contracts and increases the 
price of m eat bought. 
Testifying before the Senate 
Federal Spending Practices 
subcommittee. 
Richard Gut­ 
man, director of the GAO’s 
procurement acquisition divi­ 
sion. said the GAO observed an 
Army inspection of 1.2 million 
pounds of beef bought under 
contracts and found 61 per cent 
did not measure up to specifica­ 
tions. 
He said Pentagon specifica­ 
tions for meat purchases “are 
possibly more stringent than 
required to meet the needs of 
the military services” and the 
m ilitary’s meat inspection pro­ 
gram “has not been effective.” 
Gutman said the stringent 
specifications “have a negative 
im pact” on the number of 
processors willing or able to 
compete for government con­ 
tracts. Of 2,500 firms that could 
compete, he said, only 55 con­ 
tractors actually supply beef 
and 13 of them account for 84 
per cen t of the m ilita ry 
purchases. 
The stiff specifications also 
drive up the prices, he said. 
G utm an com pared prices 
paid the same day by both the 
Defense Department and the 


Veterans 
Administration 
for 
diced beef. The military paid 
$1.54 a pound while the VA, us­ 
ing Agriculture D epartm ent 
specifications, paid $1.12 a 
pound. 
The subcommittee was told 
Wednesday that the man who 
allegedly devised a scheme to 
switch cheap cuts of beef for 
prime steaks ordered by the 
military is now back in business 
selling meat to the Army. 
Col. Roland R. Stewart, who 
supervises Army meat inspec­ 
tion se rv ic e s in six New 
England states, said Frank 
Ravasini, assistant manager of 
the now-defunct G and G Pack­ 
ing Co. of Roxbury, Mass., and 
an o th er 
fo rm e r em ploye, 
William Johnson, are operating 
a firm known as Trans Country 
Packing. 
Trans Country purchased the 
equipment of G and G after it 
shut down last year, Stewart 
said, and it now is operating out 
of the same plant. He said 
someone above him — “ I don’t 
really know who” — approved 
the firm as a supplier of diced 
beef for the military. 
"We find again the right hand 
doesn’t know what the left hand 
is doing up this chain of com­ 
mand and we have the same 
plant, the same equipment and 
the same actors who are ready 
to do business again,” said Sen. 
Lawton Chiles, D -Fla., the 
subcommittee chairman. 
Nuclear test pact 
text on way to U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
official text of a treaty to limit 
peaceful nuclear explosions is 
being flown to Washington for 
President Ford’s signature. 
The treaty, which restricts 
peaceful nuclear explosions to 
150 megatons - the equivalent 
of 150,000 tons of TNT - per­ 
mits for the first time onsite 
observation by U S and Soviet 
inspectors of nuclear explo­ 
sions. 
U S Ambassador Walter J. 
Stpessel and Igor Morokhov. 
chairman of the Soviet delega­ 
tion which negotiated it. ini­ 
tialed the treaty in a Moscow 
ceremony Wednesday. 
(In Moscow. Soviet officials 
abruptly canceled ceremonies 
at the K rem lin ap parently 
designed for the formal signing 
of the agreem ent today. 
(Vladimir I Semyenov. an of­ 


ficial of the foreign ministry 
press departm ent, said the 
gathering had been called off 
but said he had no instructions 
about the reason.

UDINE. Italy (UPI) - Vice 
P r e s i d e n t 
N e lso n 
A. 
R ockefeller toured 
Ita ly ’s 
earthquake-stricken region as 
President 
F o rd 's personal 
emissary today and told sur­ 
vivors "we feel your loss as our 
own, as a tragedy in the 
family.” 
Ford has asked Congress to 
approve $25 million in emergen­ 
cy relief aid for survivors of the 
May 6 trem or that killed more 
than 900 persons with 400 others 
missing, injured more than 
1.500 and left possibly 100.000 
homeless. 
U.S. sources said the money 
would probably be earm arked 
for reconstruction of homes. 
“ So many Americans are of 
Italian ancestry,” Rockefeller 
said when he arrived at Udine’s 


wind-swept 
military airport. 
"We feel what happens to the 
people of Italy happens to us. 
Therefore my president wanted 
me to come here” and survey 
the stricken area’s needs. 
Rockefeller arrived at Aviano 
airbase aboard the Air Force 
Two jetliner, then traveled by 
helicopter to the military air­ 
field at Udine, where Italian 
Foreign 
M inister 
M ariano 
R um or and other officials 
briefed him on the northeast 
Italy disaster. 
Rockefeller reboarded the 
helicopter for a one-hour aerial 
survey of the disaster zone 
northwest of Udine, the region­ 
al capital He planned to touch 
down and briefly chat with sur­ 
vivors in one of the 24 crumbled 
towns and villages. 


The name of the stopping 
point was kept secret and only 
Rockfeller’s immediate party 
and one U.S. In fo rm atio n 
Agency representative accom­ 
panied him 
"It was an American decision 
to keep show to a minimum.” a 
U.S. official said. “They don't 
want to offend the sensibilities 
of people who are obviously suf­ 
fering." 
Italian political sources said 
Rockefeller was also trying to 
avoid any indication of political 
support for Italy’s pro-Ameri­ 
can Christian Democratic party 
with early parliamentary elec­ 
tions scheduled for June 20.

day the officials wined and 
dined on vodka and sturgeon 
and imported “ hostesses" to at­ 
tend to their sexual whims at 
palatial q u arters decorated 
with frescoes and marble and 


guarded by large dogs. 
But the “ sweet life” finally 
turned sour. 
Literaturnava Gazeta said 13 
persons w ere sentenced to 
term s ranging to 15 years im­ 
prisonment on charges ranging 
from embezzlement to rape. 
The officials spent more than 
365.000 rubles (about $500,000) 
of state money constructing a 
custom-built bathhouse, rest- 
house and sm all hotel a t 
Cheboksary. 360 miles east of 


Moscow, which they guarded 
with fierce dogs and burly 
bodyguards, 
the newspaper 
said. 
“They invited women ready 
to do anything to ensure the 
cosy atmosphere and arranged 
for the most beautiful hostesses 
to work in the bath-house." 
“The case revealed a disgust­ 
ing Dolce Vita for which some 
persons w ere ready to do 
anything."

Russia declares ‘meatless Thursday' 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Thurs­ 
d ays have been d e c la re d 
m eatless in m ost Moscow 
restaurants until further notice, 
apparently as a result of last 
year's disastrous grain harvest. 
“ Fish every Thursday." said 
a sign outside one restaurant.

LONDON (UPI) - Liberal 
elder statesm an Jo Grimond 
took over as caretaker chief of 
his party today in an effort to 
heal party wounds from a sex 
scandal.

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Hughes 'wills' beginning to rain 
down on Clark County courthouse 


, Move to save ALRB 


may be 'too late' 


LAS VEGAS. Nev (UPI) - 
Howard Hughes “ wills” are 
raining on the Clark County 
courthouse, the total standing 
at four today, with a report 
from Chicago raising suspicions 
about even the likeliest of them. 
The latest entries: Two sup­ 
posed illegitimate sons of the 
dead billionaire, including a 
fugitive from fraud charges 
who once claimed he could 
communicate with Hughes 
through a radio surgically im­ 
planted in his mouth. 
The first purported will — 
which has the fewest obvious 
flaws and the most support 
from handwriting analysts and 
some Hughes associates — was 
called a fake in Chicago 
Wednesday by William A. 
Jones, president of heir Finders 
Inc., of Nashville, Term., who 
said he was hired by two 
Hughes cousins to trace other 
relatives. 
An anonymous telephone call­ 


er told him five persons forged 
the will as a “ gag.” climaxing a 
weekend of drinking and drug 
taking in Las Vegas, Jones told 
a news conference. 
He said the self-described 
forger called him Monday from 
Salt Lake City — where the first 
will was found on a desk in 
Mormon church headquarters 
— saying the perpetrators 
would publicly admit the hoax if 
they were guaranteed im ­ 
munity from prosecution. 
After the appearance Tues­ 
day of a second “ will,” mailed 
from Houston, the third ver­ 
sion. a typewritten one-page 
document, was delivered to the 
county courthouse Wednesday 
by Grover Walker. He identi­ 
fied himself as an aide to 
Hughes for five years, serving 
as liaison to an illegitimate son. 
He said Hughes personally gave 
him the will at an Albuquerque, 
N M. airport just last Decem­ 
ber. 


Unlike the other documents, 
which name many heirs, it 
quotes Hughes as leaving “ my 
entire estate to my son. 
Richard Robard Hughes, aka 
Joseph Michael Brown.” 
Hughes, 30. is wanted in Ber­ 
nalillo, N M on fraud charges 
for allegedly swindling a couple 
who loaned him $15,000 on the 
strength of his claim to be the 
son of Howard Hughes. 
In an unsuccessful paternity 
suit in Albuquerque earlier this 
year in which he asked to be 
declared the billionaire’s son, 
Hughes testified he received 
coded messages from his father 
over a tiny radio the senior 
Hughes had imbedded in the 
roof of his mouth. 
He worked the radio with his 
tongue, he said. 
The fourth version arrived in 
the mail with a note signed 
“ Howard Hughes Jr.” Like two 
of the others it was handwrit­ 
ten, unwitnessed, marred by 


spelling errors and of unknown 
origin. 
It listed l l individuals to 
receive $1 million requests — 
but not the purported son. 
“ I do not want to claim any of 
the inheritance.” the note said. 
“ I am very poor and that s the 
way my father wanted me to 
be.” 


The New York Times today 
reported the existence of two 
other purported wills, one on 
file in Houston and the other in 
possession of the Times. 
The Times said it received a 
“ w ill” in the m ail from 
Washington. The document, the 
Times said, bequests $10 
million to author Clifford Irv­ 
ing, $5 million to his wife Edith 
and $2 million to Richard Sus- 
skind 
All three served prison terms 
for fraud in connection with the 
literary hoax. “ The Autobiogra­ 
phy of Howard Hughes.”

YUCCA FLAT. Nev. (U P U - 
Scientists exploded a small 
atomic bomb under the Nevada 
desert Wednesday, apparently 
an experiment to determine 
whether a nuclear blast would 
knock out sophisticated U.S. 
military equipment. 
The bomb, code named 
“ Mighty Epic,” was detonated 
at the end of a tunnel running 
three quarters of a mile into 
Rainier Mesa. 
It was described as a 
“ weapons effects test.” 
The Energy Research and 
Development 
Administration 
said the explosion had a force of 
less than 20 kilotons, the least 
powerful of the IO tests con­ 
ducted this year. The early 


atomic bombs dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, con­ 
sidered small by the standards 
of modern nuclear weapons, 
were in the 20 kiloton class, 
packing a punch equal to explo­ 
sion of 20.000 tons of TNT. 


Tests earlier this year ranged 
up to one megaton — equal to 
explosion of a million tons of 
TNT — apparently as U.S. 
scientists raced to complete 
“ big bang” tests before they 
are outlawed by treaty with the 
Soviet Union The treaty, bann­ 
ing explosions of more than 150 
kilotons, is awaiting ratifica­ 
tion by Congress, but U.S. of­ 
ficials ended all such tests 
voluntarily on March 30. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy says it is “ probably too 
late” to reach legislative agree­ 
ment on financing the bankrupt 
Agricultural Labor Rela­ 
tions Board and the issue likely 
w ill be resolved by the 
voters’ decision on Cesar 
Chavez’ initiative. 


McCarthy told newsmen 
Wednesday that if the legisla­ 
ture fails to take swift action to 
pass an appropriation measure 
to revive the board, he will 
make no attempt to finance the 
board in the new state budget. 


Although he said he was “ not 
conceding” defeat of a $2.5 
million bill to reactivate the 
board, the San Francisco 
Democrat said “ ifs probably 
too late” to reach legislative 
agreement. He said the issue 
probably would be decided in 
November by the balloting on 
Chavez’ farm labor initiative to 
revive the board. 
McCarthy’s comments were 


a reversal of earlier statements 
he made on the issue. In 
January, he declared if Repub­ 
licans blocked financing of the 
board he would “ put their feet 
to the fire” in a June battle 
over the budget. 
He then said the Assembly 
would refuse to pass the new 
budget unless it contained funds 
for the dead board and 
Republicans would be in the 
position of grinding all state 
programs to a halt if they 
wanted to kill the board. 
But he told a news conference 
Wednesday. “ I think you’re go­ 
ing to find if the executive and 
legislative branches haven’t 
resolved this problem very soon 
that you won t see an ALRB 
item in the June budget and 
we’re just going to settle down 
and wait for the initiative in 
November.”

Cooking talents

Brought to Record readers this week are further 
recipes as provided by contributors to the tea table 
refreshments following the historic homes tour spon­ 
sored by Lompoc Museum. Irene (Mrs. James) Haven 
opened her home for the occasion. 
Making one of the tasty homemade breads was 
Linda Sumner whose recipe comes from the Whole 
Earth Cookbook. Access to Natural Cooking, by 
Sharon Cadwallader and Judi Ohr. 


Shepherds Bread 
To make sponge: 
1 cake or I package yeast 
2 cups lukewarm water 
2 tablespoons honey or malt 
2 cups whole wheat or I cup gluten and/or un­ 
bleached flour 
Dissolve the yeast slowly in the water, and 
thoroughly blend in the flour and malt or honey. Cover 
with a clean towel and let rise for approximately 4 
hours 
To make dough: 
I cake or I package yeast 
I cup lukewarm water 
1 tablespoon salt 
2 tablespoons honey 
2 tablespoons oil 
2 cups gluten and/or unbleached flour 
I cup whole-wheat flour 
Dissolve the yeast in the water. Blend in the salt, 
honey, oil and flour. Blend well. Thoroughly mix this 
into the sponge until pliable and smooth Dough will 
pull away from the bowl Turn out on a lightly floured 
board and knead for 3 to S> minutes, and then let rest 
for IO minutes 
Shape into one long or round loaf, cut a cross in the 
center, and place on a cornmeal-sprinkled baking 
sheet. Cover and let rise until almost double Then put 
a pan of'boiling water on the floor of the oven and place 
the bread in the oven. Set the temperature for 400, and 
bake the bread for 45 minutes, or until it is golden 
brown and done Brush with egg-white glaze before 
and after baking 
Egg-Whit^ Glaze 
The best glaze for any hard crusted bread is an egg- 
white beaten just to blend with I tablespoon cold 
water Brush this on the bread several times while 
baking. 


A delicious spread is Linda's second recipe, this 
gleaned from the Kerr Home Canning and Freezing 
cookbook. 
Fig Jam with Honey 
Peel figs, measure and add 4 cup of honey for each 
cup of fruit and let cook slowly, stirring constantly. 
When thick pour into sterilized jars to within 4 inch of 
top Put on cap. screw band firmly tight. Process in 
boiling water bath for IO minutes. 
A little sliced lemon or chopped walnuts in the jam 
makes it more delicious. 
A contribution of Lucille Christie is her grand­ 
mother's recipe called 


Lucy’s Pumpkin Bread 
Cream together: 14 cups sugar, 1/3 cup shortening, 
I cup pumpkin. Sift: I 2/3 cup flour. I tsp. baking 
powder. I tsp. salt. I tsp baking soda. V« tsp each 
cloves, nutmeg, allspice. 4 tsp. cinnamon. 
, * 
Add 2/3 cup chopped dates and 4 cup chopped nuts. 
Beat, then add 1/3 cup water. Add 2 eggs, then beat 
again. Bake at 350 degrees for 14 hours. 
Used by Mrs L E Heiges were suggestions for 
sandwich fillings from the pages of a 1922 Ladies Aid 
Cookbook belonging to her late mother-in-law. The in­ 
troduction notes that these were “ practical combina­ 
tions for sandwiches with ingredients familiar to all 
and proportions a matter of taste.” 
A favorite was pimento, grated cheese, olives, hard­ 
boiled eggs, chopped green peppers, grated onion and 
mayonnaise 
Another filling included cream cheesy, dates and 
nuts. Still another was a combination of cream cheese, 
grated pecans, salt, on brow/i bread, and still another, 
cream cheese and chives on thinly-sliced buttered 
bread, 
Sandwich fillings by June Schwartz included: thinly- 
sliced pared cucumbers marinated in lime juice, then 
drained and placed on buttered bread with a sprinkle 
of salt. Another was cream cheese with thin-sliced 
chipped beef on buttered bread.

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Two propositions aimed at 'special tax privileges' 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
campaign to end “ special 
privileges of the few" will be 
put to two crucial tests before 
California voters June 8. 
Two ballot propositions 


backed by Brown would repeal 
a 65-year-old tax exemption for 
insurance company home of­ 
fices and make it easier for the 
legislature to increase taxes on 
big businesses by lowering the 
vote requirement from two- 
thirds to a simple majority. 
Opponents argue the meas­ 
ures would raise consumers’ 
costs for insurance and other 


products and services of cor­ 
porations and banks. 
For years, Democrats tried 
to win legislative passage of the 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ments and place them before 
voters but were repelled by 
heavy corporate lobbying and 
the political muscle of Repub­ 
licans. including former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 
Brown staked out approval of 
the two measures as one of his 
foremost goals during his first 
year in office and succeeded 
with the help of the Democrat- 
ic-controlled legislature. TTiey 
are Props 5 and 6. 


Now that the measures are on 
the ballot, big business oppo­ 
nents have indicated they will 
run low-cost •campaigns to 
defeat them and instead con­ 
centrate their election spending 
efforts on persuading voters to 
reject Prop. 15, the nuclear 
power plants initiative. 
The insurance home office 
deduction measure “ would re­ 
peal a 65-year-old tax loophole 
which allows a few big in­ 
surance companies to escape 
paying their fair share of state 
taxes,” declared a ballot argu­ 
ment signed by Brown and Los 
Angeles Democrats Sen. David 


A. Roberti and Assemblyman 
Alan Sieroty. 
Designated as Prop. 6, it 
would yield $23 million a year in 
taxes. “ Only one out of eight in­ 
surance companies in Cali­ 
fornia now enjoys the unjust tax 
break,” Brown noted. 
Under the deduction, insur­ 
ance firms which maintain 
their principal office in Cali­ 
fornia are allowed to write off 
from their state tax bill the full 
amount they pay in local 
property taxes on their main 
buildings. 
Sen. H L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, argued for the opposi­ 


tion. “ If you are against tax in­ 
creases and are concerned 
about keeping your insurance 
costs down, vote no on Prop. 6.” 
“This so-called closing of a 
loophole really will place an ad­ 
ded burden on consumers 
because premiums will be in- 
r-j-n'isr'd for, insurance on 
homes, health and autos,” the 
arch-conservative senator said. 
Prop. 5 would wipe out 
another 65-year-old tax break 
for banks, corporations and in­ 
surance companies. 
Taxes on consumers and non­ 
corporate businesses can be 
raised or lowered by a majority 


vote of the legislature, but 
taxes on the big businesses can 
be altered only by a minimum 
two-thirds vote. The measure 
would lower the two-thirds 
requirement to a simple 
majority. 


Democratic Sen. John F. 


Dunlap of Napa and Assembly­ 
man Joseph B. Montoya of La 
Puente tell voters: 


“ Think of it: There are 


150.000 corporations enjoying 
this tax privilege. There are, 
however, more than 993,000 
non-corporate businesses which 
don’t have it. All Californians 


pay taxes without this privile­ 
ge. Prop. 5 will provide for 
equal treatment by placing 
everyone under the same 
rules.*’ 


Opponents led by Sen. John 


Stull, R-Leucadia, declare: 


“ Making it easier to change any 
tax is undesirable. What is 
needed is to make it harder to 
raise taxes, and a general 
reduction in government expen­ 
ditures.” 


Opponents tried but failed to 


qualify an initiative for the 
ballot increasing the vote 


requirement on all tax changes 
to two-thirds.

Senate election 
pits two campus 
unrest figures 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Two fig u re s who becam e 
fa m o u s 
d u r in g c a m p u s 
demonstrations of the turbulent 
sixties — one who led protests 
and another who quelled them 
— 'are trying,to unseat first- 
term U.S. Sen. John V. Tunney. 
Tom Hayden. 36, an antiwar 
activist and defendant in the 
Chicago Seven conspiracy trial, 
is staging an uphill fight to oust 
Tunney in the June 8 Demo­ 
cratic primary with help from 
his wife, actress Jane Fonda, 
and veterans of the student 
peace movement. 
S I. Hayakawa, 69, sem anti­ 
cist and retired San Francisco 
State University president, is 
hoping to win the Republican 
nomination for the Senate by 
reminding voters of incidents 
like the one Dec. 2, 1968, when 
he climbed atop a rioters’ sound 
truck and ripped out the wires 
to silence them. 
He wore a beret-like cap — a 
tam-o’-shanter — during the 
dram atic confrontation with 
students and it has become the 
symbol of his cam paign: 
Supporters sell the crocheted 
hats for $2 to raise funds, and at 
the end of his soft-spoken 
speeches. Hayakawa predicta­ 
bly receives applause when he 
places the hat on his balding 
head. 
Tunney is running a relative­ 
ly low-key campaign, riding 
high ratings in public opinion 
polls over Hayden and his 
potential R epublican oppo­ 
nents. The senator has traveled 
extensively in the state but has 
said little to provoke controver­ 
sy. 
He was, however, energetic 
in opposing continued U.S. aid 
for covert operations in Angola 
to avoid “ a massive interven­ 
tion” he said could be sim ilar to 
American participation in Viet­ 
nam. 
In a recent California Field 
Poll, Tunney drew 58 per cent 
support from Democrats com­ 
pared with 15 per cent for 
Hayden 
But Hayden, antiwar activist 
turned office-seeker, plans a 
final weeks paid television blitz 
which he hopes will upset Tun­ 
ney, who long supported the 
Vietnam War and now acknowl­ 
edges it was a “ m istake.” 
Hayden has focused on Tun- 
ney’s switch from support to 
opposition of a m ajor national 
health care bill and from an op­ 
position to the deregulation of 
natural gas prices to support of 
it 
He also blisters the in­ 
cumbent’s support of the costly 
Bl bomber. 
But while he now wears con­ 
servative business suits and has 
doffed the image of a shrill 
street radical. Hayden main­ 
tains it is not so much that he 
has changed as it is the times. 
“ It is a sign of the tim es that 
I am running for the Senate 
while those who wanted to put 
me in prison — Nixon, Agnew, 
Mitchell and the rest - are 
e ith e r purged dishonorably 
from office or have gone to the 
penitentiary themselves,” Hay­ 
den declares. 
As one of the original Chicago 


Seven defendants in a trial 
resulting from riots at the 1968 
Democratic national conven­ 
tion, Hayden was acquitted of 
conspiracy, convicted of incite­ 
ment and won reversal of the 
conviction on appeal. 
He has proven to be a sur­ 
prisingly effective fund raiser, 
appealing to liberals who also 
helped him support such causes 
as the defense of Indians at 
Wounded Knee and reconstruc­ 
tion of a North Vietnamese 
hospital bombed by Americans. 
In the crowded Republican 
race, R obert H. F inch, a 
form er lieutenant governor and 
secretary of the Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Departm ent in 
the Nixon adm inistration, once 
held a commanding lead in polls 
but recently was overtaken by 
Hayakawa. 


After Rep. Barry Coldwater 
Jr. decided not to run, the poll 
shifted and showed Hayakawa 
with 33 per cent support and1 
Finch 28 per cent. Rep. Al Bell, 
a 16-year congressional vete­ 
ran. was third with ll per cent 
and fo rm er Lt. Gov. John 
Harm er was fourth with 5 per 
cent. 


Hayakawa. a Democrat who 
joined the Republican party 
only two years ago, draw s 
heavy applause when he tells 
Republican audiences the Pana­ 
ma Canal should not be a sub­ 
ject of negotiation — the same 
issue which has helped former 
Gov. Ronald Reagan upset 
P re sid e n t F o rd in re c e n t 
prim aries. 
t 


Bell, who is relying heavily 
on television ads featuring 
himself and actor John Wayne, 
drew ire from some Republi­ 
cans when he attacked Finch as 
“ being v acillatin g and in­ 
decisive. for being unable to 
stand up under pressure, for be­ 
ing an incompetent adminis­ 
trato r.” 


Finch brushed aside the at­ 
ta c k and h a s m o u n te d a 
generally m oderate campaign, 
warning of dangers in “ deten­ 
te” with the Soviet Union and 
deploring the congressional 
“ dismantling” of intelligence 
agencies as a result of recent 
hearings on the FBI and CIA.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
daughter of the late artist Mark 
Rothko has filed a 16 million 
lawsuit charging fraud by the 
lawyers who administered her 
father’s estate and the apprais­ 
er of his paintings. 
Mrs. Kate Rothko Prizel of 
Baltimore said in her complaint 
in U S District Court Wednes­ 
day that the defendants aided 
the executors of the estate in a 
scheme to defraud the estate of 
millions of dollars after Roth­ 
ko’s death in February 1970.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tile 
• technology fairy.” according 
to Rep.

for the Air Force that will cost 
the nation billions of dollars 
without providing the kind of 
defense the United States 
needs. 


This year is the crucial test 
for the Bl program The ad­ 
ministration has asked for $1.5 
billion to be used to create the 
production capacity for 
manufacturing 244 of the man­ 
ned. supersonic, nuclear-armed 
planes. 


If Congress agrees to the 
request, it is essentially com­ 
mitting itself to the whole 
program which is expected to 
run to a cost of about HOO 
million a plane, with total 
production costs of some $21.2 
billion over the next eight 
years. Not to go ahead with 
production would be. according 


Needs facelift 


NASHVILLE. Tenn. (UPI) - 
The Federal Jureau of Investi­ 
gation needs a better image, ac­ 
cording to F B I Director 
Clarence Kelley. 


• I would certainly say it is 
mv great desire to dispel any 
thought that the FBI cannot be 
trusted." Kelley told a press 
conference Monday. “ I do want 
to destroy any lack of 
credibility that has been built 
up” 


Kelley was in Nashville to 
tape a special 30-minute crime 
prevention show for nationwide 
distribution 


to Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld, the equivalent of set­ 
ting up the General Motors as­ 
sembly line and then producing 
only three cars. 


But perhaps the best organ­ 
ized citizens lobby to oppose a 
weapons system since the anti- 
ABM lobby has started raising 
questions about the Bl. particu­ 
larly in relation to the nation s 
defense needs. 


Mrs. Schroeder. who sits on 
the House Armed Services 
Committee, for example, 
speaks of the “ technology 
fairy” and the pressure created 
to build something simply 
because technology makes it 
possible 
At the same time, she says, 
the Bl does not address itself to 
the real imbalance between the 
Soviet and American military 
— the imbalance in convention­ 
al weapons such as tanks and 
guns. 
Such groups as the American 
Friends Service Committee, 
Clergy and Laity Concerned, 
Common Cause, the Federation 
of American Scientists and a 
host of others argue that 
already current intercontinen­ 
tal and short range ballistic 
missiles can successfully at­ 
tack all targeted Soviet posi­ 
tions in l-12th the time required 
for a bomber attack while the 
current fleet of B52s provides a 
more than adequate bomber 
threat until well into the 1990s. 
Supporters of the Bl say that 
it is necessary as a fleet 
replacement in the 1980s and 
beyond for the aging B52s, 
which first went into production 
25 years ago. The Bl is designed 
to approach the Soviet Union at 


supersonic speeds, descend to 
near ground level and penetrate 
Soviet antiaircraft defenses — 
already formidable at medium 
and high altitudes — by flying 
“ under” detecting radar. 
The Bl would also be part of 
the new strategy of flexible 
warfare where only a few 
selected targets might be hit 
rather than launching all-out 
nuclear holocaust. 
Another argument certain to 
be pushed by the Air Force and 
the military lobbyists in an 
election year is that the deci­ 
sion to produce the bombers 
will create jobs. 
That of course does not have 
a great deal to do with the 
military correctness of the 
decision but it is a compelling 
one for the politicians who have 
to decide on the program. 
But the opponents of the Bl 
suggest quite the opposite is 
true. They cite figures from a 
study done by economist Roger 
Bezdek of the Energy Research 
and Development Administra­ 
tion which show military 
procurement is a very ineffi­ 
cient means of providing jobs. 
He showed that spending $1 
billion in military procurement 
would create something in the 
range of 58.000 jobs while 
spending an equivalent amount 
of money for national health 
programs would create 133,000 
jobs. 
The opponents also say that 
the administration is being in­ 
consistent as well as ineffi­ 
cient in making the jobs argu­ 
ment when it refuses to support 
other programs which would 
create more jobs while urging 
the Bl not as militarily neces­ 
sary but economically positive.

Recently a Colorado congressman 
called the supersonic swing-wing bomber a “ gold plated toy” that 


has been given to the nation by the “ technology fairy.” The ad­ 
ministration has asked for $1.5 billion to construct 244 of the low- 
flying nuclear-armed aircraft, and this year will be a critical one 
for the project. Four prototype aircraft are being built at Palm­ 
dale by Rockwell, and two of them have been test-flown already. 
Medics stow to accept physician assistants 


ATLANTA (U PI) — Physicians’ assis­ 
tants are expanding rapidly in the nation’s 
newest health profession but they are en­ 
countering one big problem — acceptance 
by the physicians themselves. 
Tom Godkins of Pittsburgh, the 32-year- 
old outgoing president of the American 
Academy of Physicians’ Assistants, said 
studies show “ excellent patient acceptance 
of physicians’ assistants. But where we do 
have a problem is with physician accep­ 
tance.” 
Godkins, interviewed at a recent conven­ 
tion of the AAPA. said the lack of physician 
acceptance “ is not hard to understand. Doc­ 
tors are conservative creatures. Some have 
reservations about the concept, based on un­ 
founded fear and misinformation.” 
The initial physicians’ assistants program 
became operational at Duke University, 
Durham, N C., in 1966, with the first three 
members of the new profession graduating 
there two years later. 
Today, there are 2,800 physicians’ assis­ 
tants practicing in the United States. 
Another 5,700 are expected to graduate by 
the end of 1977. 


Members of the new medical care 
speciality are educated in schools of 
medicine or in colleges with schools of 
Allied Health Professions. They practice 
limited medicine and surgery under the 
direction and supervision of physicians with 
whom they work, thus expanding the doc­ 
tor’s ability to provide improved patient 
care services. 
According to Godkins, physicians’ assis­ 
tants do, with competence equal to that of 
doctors, all of the services they are licensed 
to perform. “ They can handle about 75 per 
cent of the common problems seen in fami­ 
ly practice. What they don’t do is practice 
the entire concept of medicine.” 
A typical day in the life of a physician as­ 
sistant would begin with hospital rounds in 
the morning, a return to the office to see his 
own patients and more hospital rounds in 
the afternoon. They conduct physical ex­ 
aminations, get patients’ medical histories, 
counsel the patient and the family, perform 
and interpret common diagnostic tests, and 
manage emergency situations until the 
arrival of a doctor. 
“ The art of the practice of medicine is no 


longer unique,” Godkins said. 
The two-year training physicians’ assis­ 
tants must undergo costs an average of 
$7,000. 
The average annual starting salary is 
about $14,500. Godkins said the top salaries 
range between $25,000 and $30,000. 
Fifty colleges and universities now offer 
physicians’ assistant programs and the 
American Medical Association, according 
to Godkins, has given total support to the 
new health profession. 
“ Every program has two job offers per 
graduate,” he said. 
Of the practicing PAs, 45 per cent are in 
communities of less than 20,000, areas 
which have a hard time attracting medical 
doctors. And 77 per cent of the PAs are in 
the primary health care field, the family 
practice, where there is a severe shortage 
of doctors. 
In IO years, the PAs have established ac­ 
creditation mechanisms, two speciality 
societies and an insurance program for 
malpractice. But Godkins said there has 
never been a malpractice suit lodged 
against a member of the academy.

Over 3 5 0 candidates crowd 


State Legislature ballot 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — More than 350 candidates crowd the 
ballot for the state legislature this year, including brothers of two 
California politicians and a woman who inspired Maude’s cam­ 
paign for office on her television show. 
Nominations to all 80 Assembly seats and half of the 40-seat 
Senate are at stake in the June 8 primary. 
The two men seeking to join their brothers in the Capitol are do­ 
ing so without sibling help. 
One is Lt. Gov. Mervyn M. Dymally’s elder brother. Romer, an 
engineer, who is a Democratic candidate for Assembly in Los 
Angeles. 
But the lieutenant governor is supporting the incumbent, As­ 
semblywoman Teresa Hughes, D-Los Angeles, a freshman protege 
of Dymally. 
Ms. Hughes is one of two incumbents among 50 women seeking 
nomination to the legislature. 
In the San Joaquin Valley, Duke Zenovich, brother of veteran 
Sen. George Zenovich, D-Fresno, is campaigning for the 
Democratic Assembly nomination in one of 22 “ open” districts, 
where there is no incumbent. 
Sen. Zenovich says he is “ neutral” in the race because a rival 
Democratic candidate is his Senate aide Richard Lehman. 
Sabrina Schiller, a Pacific Palisades actress and “ consumer 
legislation advocate,” started her campaign for the state Senate 
some time ago, prompting her husband, producer and writer Bob 
Schiller, to put Maude on the stump for the state Senate in a series 
of television episodes. 
Mrs. Schiller, a Democrat who has appeared in such television 
shows as “ The Streets of San Francisco,” is hoping not to duplicate 
Maude’s defeat. 
But she faces an uphill battle. If she overcomes her single oppo­ 
nent in the primary, she is expected to confront potent GOP opposi­ 
tion from 19-year legislative veteran Sen. Lou Cusanovich of 
Westlake Village. 
Democrats, after boosting their legislative strength in the 1974 
Watergate backlash, will be seeking to hang on to their important 
two-thirds majority in the Assembly and are looking for small 
gains in the Senate, where they are just short of two-thirds control. 
Currently, Democrats outnumber Republicans in the Assembly 
55-25, and in the Senate the advantage is 24-15, with one seat un­ 
filled. 
Republicans suffered this year by the retirement of five 


senators, including Sen. Donald Grunsky of Watsonville, the rank­ 
ing Republican in the Senate. 
Other retiring Republicans are Sen. Howard Way of Exeter, 
former president pro tem of the Senate, and Sens. Robert Stevens 
of Los Angeles, James Whetmore of Buena Park and Clare 
Berryhill of Shingle Springs. 
The only Democratic senator to announce his retirement was 
Sen. Joseph Kennick of Long Beach. 
Among primary races being watched with interest is the 
Democratic Assembly contest in San Francisco’s East Bay. In­ 
cumbent Assemblyman John Miller of Oakland is encountering a 
strong challenge from Berkeley Mayor Warren Widener, a former 
Miller aide. 
Nomination in the district is tantamount to election because of a 
decisive Democratic advantage in voter registration. 
In the huge northeast expanse of California, the dean of the 
legislature. Sen. Randolph Collier, D-Yreka, is seeking to extend 
his tenure that has run nonstop since 1938, the year Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. was born. 
The 73-year-old Collier’s campaign is complicated by reap­ 
portionment, which handed him vast areas of unfamiliar ter­ 
ritory, and challenges from two younger Democratic opponents, 
educator Wayne Carothers, 44, and school administrator Angelo 
Pizelo. 40. The likely GOP nominee is former Assemblyman Ray 
Johnson of Chico, who knows the area well. 
Sen. James Q. Wedworth, D-Hawthorne, earlier this year 
bounded happily into the Senate chamber believing his re-election 
worries were over when Republican Sen. Stevens announced his 
retirement and avoided a head-to-head confrontation between the 
two incumbents in a reapportioned district. 
Since then, however, Wedworth’s hopes have been jarred by a 
strong primary challenge from Democratic City Councilman 
Stephen A. Nordeck of Manhattan Beach, and probable Republican 
opposition from Assemblyman Robert Beverly, also of Manhattan 
Beach, the former COP leader of the Assembly and one of a half- 
dozen assemblymen seeking election to the Senate. 
Another incumbent facing a difficult battle for re-election is 
freshman Assemblyman Carmen Perino, D-Stockton. Perino’s es­ 
tranged wife is supporting his Democratic opponent Lela Nelson, a 
homemaker and self-styled reform candidate. On the Republican 
side, former Assemblyman Doug Carter of Stockton is seeking a 
comeback. 
Prop. 15 raises energy question 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Californians will vote June 8 on 
an unprecedented ballot meas­ 
ure that has aroused fresh con­ 
cerns about America’s energy 
future. 
The issue is the Nuclear 
Power Plants initiative, Prop. 
15, whose outcome in the 
primary election will be the 
first deep sounding of public 
sentiment about commercial 
use of the atom. 
For California, the measure 
could puncture a 20-year vision 
of inexpensive, effortless nu­ 
clear energy. For the nation, it 
could prove a bellwether. 
One of the state’s leading 
energy experts, Assemblyman 
Charles W arren , D-Los 
Angeles, says Prop. 15 is the 
most important issue to face 
the voters in 50 years. 
Placed on the ballot by a peti­ 
tion drive led by environ­ 
mental and public interest 
groups. Prop. 15 is the first of a 
dozen or more initiative drives 
in other states. It is vigorously 
opposed by utilities around the 


nation, by the Ford administra­ 
tion, including the President 
himself, and powerful segments 
of organized labor. 
Prop. 15 basically is a safety 
measure — is nuclear power 
safe enough to live with? 
Its supporters, who include 
Ralph Nader, People’s Lobby 
and some leading scientists, 
say “ no.” 


They argue Prop. 15 will 
force utilities to come forward 
and prove the safety of their 
huge, billion dollar nuclear 
reactors and assume full finan­ 
cial liability in the event of a 
release of deadly radioactivity. 
They say nuclear power is a 
disaster waiting to happen, and 
when it does, the toll will be 
thousands dead, thousands 
more afflicted with latent 
cancer and large regions of land 
rendered uninhabitable for cen­ 
turies. 


Now is the time to decide, 
they say. before California’s 
three operating reactors grow 
to 30 or more within a couple of 


decades and before the 56 
plants in the nation multiply 
into a thousand projected by the 
next century. 
The opponents, who also in­ 
clude distinguished scientists, 
counter with what they argue is 
an unsurpassed safety record of 
the nuclear industry — safety 
that has been proven time and 
again before federal regulators 
and Congress 
They say the initiative itself 
is a disaster which, if passed 
and upheld as constitutional, 
would effectively wipe out 
nuclear power in California at a 
time when citizens cannot af­ 
ford to disregard any energy 
source. 


The toll, they warn, will be 
measured in billions of dollars 
in higher energy costs, dis­ 
placed workers and economic 
disruption. 


The initiative has these three 
main points: 
Safety — It requires two- 
thirds of both houses of the 
legislature to certify

G u n o w n e rs unite into potent 


n e w political force in state 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Gun 
owners have united in a new, 
potent political force to make 
an impact on election cam­ 
paigns this year in California 
and across the nation by sup­ 
porting candidates dedicated to 
the right to bear arms. 
The organization, called Gun 
Owners of America, was the 
brainchild of arch-conservative 
state Sen. H L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, a director of the 
National Rifle Association, who 
expects to spend more than 
$500,000 to support dozens of 
candidates for Congress and the 
California legislature. 
Although most of the 
beneficiaries of Richardson’s 
drive have been Republicans, 
he insists he only is interested 
in a candidate’s position on gun 
ownership and law-and-order 
measures — not his party af­ 
filiation or stands on other is­ 
sues such as government 
spending. 
One candidate receiving Ri­ 
chardson’s support — $4,500 
worth — is an avowed John 
Birch Society member, Erie 
Seastrand, a Republican stock 
broker running for a Salinas- 
area Assembly seat. 
But Richardson stressed in an 
interview, “ This is not another 
Bircher thing.” He noted his 
group turned down a request for 
support from Republican John 
Schmitz, a Birch Society 
member and former American 
Independent Party presidential 
candidate running for an 
Orange County congressional 
seat. 
Instead, Richardson is back­ 
ing conservative Assemblyman 
Robert Badham, R-Newport 
Beach, for the seat held by U.S. 
Rep. Andrew J. Hinshaw. an in­ 
cumbent troubled by a bribery 
conviction. 
The group also will be sup­ 
porting at least two Democrats 
this year. 
“ A number of years ago I got 
together with a bunch of 
sportsmen and outdoorsmen 
who were complaining about 


confiscation of handguns legis­ 
lation,” the senator said. 
He said they observed they 
were always “ on the defensive, 
waiting for something to come 
up against guns and then 
reacting. Unfortunately, you’re 
always too little and too late 
when you do that, and it s never 
very lasting because it doesn't 
change the legislature — the 
same guys come back to the 
Capitol year after year." 
So Richardson set out last Oc­ 
tober to mount a political war 
chest to “ go after incumbents 
who have a record of backing 
antigun legislation and elect 
persons who are strongly for 
guns in districts where we can 
accomplish that.” 
In six months, the two related 
committees founded by Ri­ 
chardson, Gun Owners of 
America and Gun Owners of 
California, have raised more 
than $600,000 to finance cam­ 
paign donations, a 'computer­ 
ized newsletter program and a 
sophisticated staff to select key 
races around the nation where 
they should support candidates. 
'Hie groups have sent out 
fund-raising brochures to more 
than 25 million Americans, 
drawing from subscription lists 
of True Magazine and Guns and 
Ammo and the names of 125,000 
licensed gun dealers throughout 
the United States. 
And, Richardson said that’s 
just a beginning. 
He said donations may be 
made to as many as 60 nonin­ 
cumbent candidates for 
Congress around the nation and 
many candidates for the 
California legislature. 
In its first campaign spending 
report this week, Gun Owners 
of California disclosed it has 
donated $28,400 to 16 candidates 
in state primary legislative 
races this year as an opening 
shot. 
Fourteen 
are 
Republicans 
Reports of donations to con­ 
gressional candidates were not 
available 
In the sprawling 1st Assem­ 


bly District in northeast Cali­ 
fornia, the group has donated 
$500 for the primary campaigns 
of Democrat Warren “ Blackie” 
Sawyer, who lists himself as a 
“ nonattorney judge.’’ and 
Republican Stan Statham, a 
television newscaster. 
Sawyer and Stathan are com­ 
peting for the seat held by retir­ 
ing Assemblywoman Pauline 
Davis, D-Portola. 
The organization also donated 
$1,000 to Democrat Bob St. 
Clair, a former San Mateo 
County supervisor and one-time 
tackle for San Francisco 49ers 
who is running in a special elec­ 
tion for the Senate seat former­ 
ly held by San Francisco Mayor 
George Moscone. 
St. Clair w ill be facing 
Democratic Assemblyman 
John Foran, a top lieutenant of 
Assembly Speaker Leo T Mc­ 
Carthy, in the election Tuesday. 
The largest state donation — 
$5,000 — went to Ern ie 
Schulzke, an Auburn business­ 
man running for the Republican 
nomination for the 1st Senate 
District His opponent in the 
general election likely would be 
the dean of the legislature, Sen. 
Randolph Collier, D-Yreka. 


Republican Senate con­ 
tenders supported by the group 
include Bob Whitten, a former 
Sacramento television new­ 
scaster, who received $1,000, 
and Marvin Lichtenthal, of 
Emeryville, a member of the 
Republican State Central Com­ 
mittee, who received $500 


adequacy of reactor safety 
systems and waste disposal 
methods. The first vote would 
occur by June 1979 when the 
legislature would determine if 
conditions for safe operations 
can be met within two years. 
By 1981, there would be another 
vote on safety. 
If the legislature fails either 
time to make the certification, 
new plants would be prohibited 
and existing facilities forced to 
cut back to 60 per cent of peak 
production. After 1981, peak 
production would be reduced an 
additional IO per cent a year. 
The basis of the legislature’s 
decision would be hearings by a 
15-member advisory panel, 
with a budget of $800,000, and 
demonstration of safety sys­ 
tems by “ comprehensively 
testing in actual operation sub­ 
stantially similar physical 
systems.” 
Liability — It requires 
utilities to assume full financial 
liability for reactor accidents 
within one year of the in­ 
itiative’s passage 
This means the industry must 
waive or Congress must repeal 
the federal Price-Anderson Act, 
which limits such liability to 
$560 million per accident. 
Evacuations — It calls upon 
the governor to publish annual­ 
ly and publicize plans for 
evacuating areas near reactors 
Somewhat clouding the cam­ 
paign is a counter-push by 
Warren and other legislators 
for more moderate nuclear con­ 
trols. They have advanced a 
package of three bills which has 
passed the Assembly. 
The legislation affects only 
permits for new plants, not 
those already operating 
Basically, the bills seek to as­ 
sure adequate methods for 
processing or reusing atomic 
fuel and for storing the long­ 
lived toxic nuclear pastes Also 
proposed is a one-year nuclear 
building moratorium while offi­ 
cials study the feasibility of 
burying reactors deep in the 
earth. 
Warren promises the fate of 
the legislation will be deter­ 
mined before June 8 so as not to 
confuse voters. But in the 
meantime, he and some other 
state leaders have held back 
any endorsement of Prop. 15.

Torrance clubs a study in contrasts

The Lompoc Valley and the city of Torrance will par­ 
ticipate in a one-game baseball cultural exchange program 
tomorrow, as the CIF 3-A playoffs open. 
South Torrance, surprise champs of the Ocean League, 
will welcome the Lompoc Braves, surprise entrants in the 
playoffs. West Torrance, meanwhile, will travel here to play 
the Cabrillo Conqs, champs of the Northern League. 


Both games start at 3 p.m. There will be an admission 
charge at the Cabrillo-West game, of $1.50 for adults and $1 
for students and children (prices set by CIF). No admission 
charge at the Lompoc-South game. 
The Torrance teams offer a study in contrasts. 


Pre-season predictions around the South Bay area were 
pretty much unanimous in picking the South Spartans to 
finish no better than fifth or sixth in the Ocean League 
West, a team with power, pitching and talent was the big 
favorite. They (West) have the best talent in the league,” 
says one South Bay baseball expert. "Not even close " 
But South (12-2) won the league going away, while the 
West Warriors (10-4) finished two full games back. 


South didn’t benefit from a weak league. The South Bay 
area, about 40 high schools in 1-A through 4-A, has produced 
four of the last five CIF 3-A baseball champions, and four of 
the last six 4-A champs. It’s a good baseball area. 
How did the weak-hitting, not-so-hot fielding South 
Spartans dominate the league and compile an 18-8 record0 
More than one source gives a bulk of credit to the coach. 
Jerry Mcllvaine, one of the most respected coaches in the 
area. 
“They (Spartans) were playing over their heads at the 
start of the season,” says one observer, "but they’re not 
playing over their heads now. They’re just that good now, 
because they believe in themselves.” 
Sounds a little corny, but apparently true. 
Lompoc will almost surely see righthander Randy Avey on 
the mound. A senior righthander, Avey compiled a 12-2 
overall record, relying on an adequate fast ball and excellent 
control. He has become a polished pitcher under the 
guidance of Mcllvaine. 
The team ’s most dangerous hitter is centerfielder Wayne 
Vanderleest, who also covers a lot of ground in the outfield. 
There are no power hitters in the lineup, with the exception 


of catcher Lester Mistofsky, who at 6-3 and 245 pounds has 
been known to hit an occasional long drive in the Spartans’ 
open ball park. 
Lompoc will counter with Mick Shroll. Plagued by an in­ 
jured internal rotor muscle in his right arm , an injury that 
hampers his follow-through. Shroll has been able to get the 
arm loose enough to be effective, as in his one-hitter against 
Cabrillo last Friday. 
If Shroll can’t throw, it will be Bob Vargas on the mound 
for the 17-7 Braves. 
The Conquistadores, meanwhile, will be facing a big, fast 
pitcher and a lineup of power hitters. 
The West W arriors (20-9) are likely to send righthander 
Andy Center to the mound. The 6-2, 205-pounder, who will 
enroll next year at UCLA on a footba 11-baseball scholarship, 
has a somewhat disappointing 7-4 record. He’s known for his 
speed and sometimes erratic control. 
If Center falters, junior Dave Weatherman (10-5), con­ 
sidered by some the team ’s ace, will be ready. 
Center is also one of the team ’s three big hitters. He and 
designated hitter Mark Rhodes hit about four homers each 
and had averages in the .350 range. 


Rhodes was an all-CIF first team er last year at Mira Costa 
before transferring. After recovering from mono, the 5-10, 
175-pounder has been coming on strong at the plate in the last 
two weeks. He’ll attend USG next year on a baseball 
scholarship. 
Outfielder Jim Wixon hit close to .400 with power. 
And the Conqs will be wary of catcher Glenn Peterson,** 6- 
2 , 205-pounder who was a unanimous first-team all-Clb 
linebacker. In one baseball game this year, he threw out four 
runners. 
West is rated an extremely strong defensive club. 
Conq coach Bill Weber says he’ll open with Dan Petry, who 
came through with a fine performance against Lompoc last 
Friday. Petry compiled a 4-2 record this year. In 52 innings, 
he struck out 34, walked 19, gave up 40 hits and ll earned 
runs..

6. Let the youngest kids in 
just to pinch run, or just let 
them sit. 
7. Develop the killer instinct 
in your kids by pitching your top 
pitcher the full gam e against 
the last-place team .

Poppy goes to Europe 


LOS ALAMOS, New Mexico — It all 
began here in this high mountain country 
little more than 30 years ago. In the top- 
secret laboratories of Los Alamos the 
elements of atomic explosion were put 
together by physicists from America and 
western Europe, to create a force like 
that of the sun. 
W hat 
th e y 
p u t 
together in three short 
years — doubting that 
it would work even as 
they prepared the first 
te s t 
b la st on the 
Alamagordo proving 
grounds — has in three 
s h o r t 
d e c a d e s 
proliferated to every 
corner of the earth in 
one form or another. 
So overpowering was 
the force first un­ 
le a sh e d h ere th at 
whether it can be controlled or whether 
it will destroy its creators is the great 
uncertainty. 


To think of Los Alamos in terms only 
on that first blast in July of 1946 is to ig­ 
nore the fact that it still teem s with ac­ 
tivity. Some 7.000 workers, many of 
them the nation’s leading scientists, are 
engaged on a variety of projects, half­ 
related to civilian uses of atomic energy, 
half to military. The test blasts set off 
underground in Nevada have been 
prepared here. 


But the most spectacular project is the 
half-mile-long accelerator with a power 
equalled by one one or two others in this 
country. A stream of protons is shot 
through the accelerator at a speed that 


reaches 86 per cent of the speed of light • 
when the protons reaches the target 
area. At that point they break up into 
pim esons, particles infinitely sm all 
which have a life of a billionth of a se­ 
cond. 
To the ignorant outsider this sounds 
like magic. But Dr. Louis Rosen points 
out the practical effects that can grow 
out of this extraordinary experiment. He 
and his deputy. Don Cochran, say that 
the experiment will sooner or later 
change the type of radiation now used 
against cancer. It produces radio 
isotopes for medicine. 
Scientists from all over the world have 
come to work with the accelerator. At 
one 
tim e 56 in s t it u t io n s w e r e 
represented. Free exchange with Soviet 
scientists has meant that Los Alamos 
specialists have had access to high 
proton installations in Russia. 


The harnessing of hydrogen fusion is 
one of the goals at Los Alamos. A control 
center made up of m agnets, each 
weighing several tons, is hopefully in the 
process of becoming a container for the 
fusion process. Since the temperatures 
reached at the moment of fusion are like 
those in the interior of the sun, no 
material known to man could contain 
them and thus the experiment with a 
magnetic field. 


In technological centers around the 
world, notably in the Soviet Union, the 
same drive is one to find the means to 
harness hydrogen fusion. A rough guess 
is that it will be at least 20 years before it 
is achieved. Once it is successful, 
mankind will have unlimited power since 
sea water is sufficient raw material and 


in inexhaustible source. 
The director of Los Alamos, Harold 
Agnew, who cam e here in 1943 at the 
beginning of the concentrated effort to 
create an atomic explosion, has his own 
ideas of how the hydrogen process can be 
exploited. 
Half-seriously he points out that since 
the hydrogen bomb is a reality, it would 
be possible to use a salt dome in, say, 
Louisiana, hitch a bomb to a steam 
generating plant and set it off deep un­ 
derground. 
The resulting explosion 
would generate electricity sufficient to 
supply a whole city. 
A hydrogen bomb a day could be put to 
this peaceful use, he says. But he is well 
aware of what an outcry would come 
from the antibomb crusaders over a 
hydrogen-bomb-a-day program. 
Everything is work, concentration in 
this scientific Shangri La. The rhetoric 
of the campaign has no echo here. The 
only problem is to persuade Congress to 
continue to appropriate sufficient funds 
to keep up the search, which could mean 
breakthrough at least as great as that of 
30 years ago. 
With the view of the distant, snow- 
covered peaks under an azure sky, there 
is a sense of the past and of the extraor­ 
dinary men who once walked these 
mountains. One was J. Robert Op- 
penheimer, the first director of Los 
Alamos, half philosopher, half mystic, 
who was rewarded for his labors by a 
charge of Communist association and a 
hearing that deprived him of his top- 
secret clearance. 
The ghosts of the past are far from be­ 
ing laid to rest as puny man struggles to 
live with the force first fashioned here. 


N ew s m ed ia and the b ro a d ca st 
networks all used articles and little seg­ 
m ents on the estab lish m en t of a 
wildflower park to provide a protective 
area for the California poppy.

1791. 
Here is the way Elizabeth McClintock 
of San Francisco tells it in the Pacific 
Horticulture magazine: “ It was first 
found by Archibald Menzies, a native of 
Scotland, who was surgean-naturalist on 
the Vancouver expedition which visited 
the Pacific Coast during the years 1791- 
1795 on the Discovery. In autumn of 1792 
the Discovery was at Monterey Bay, 
where M enzies collected seeds and 
specimens of the poppy, and these even­ 
tually reached England.” 


“In October 1816,” the article con­ 
tinues, “a Russian expedition under the 
command of a young lieutenant in the 
Russian navy, Otto von Kotzebue on the 
Rurik, visited San Francisco Bay ... In 
spite of the lateness of the season, they 
made the first collections of a number of 
California plants (including) the Califor­ 
nia poppy " 


The magazine issue also has a couple 
more articles that deal with other 
historical and scientific aspects of the 
poppy. There is also a piece on California 
native plants and much more. 


I mention all this to call attention to 
Pacific Horticulture. The magazine is 
published quarterly for $5 by Pacific 
Horticultural Foundation and is now in 
its 37th volume. This year it was 
revised, improved and broadened. In an 
introductory segment in the January is­ 
sue, W. Richard Hildreth, foundation 
president, notes. “We will maintain in 
Paciric Horticulture the high reputation 
for horticultural authority and botanical 
accuracy that has been the hallmark of 
its predecessors providing we believe, a 
singular forum for the expression of 
ideas and the spread of information 
among enthusiastic and thoughtful gar­ 
deners We will offer help and guidance 
to those beginners with enthusiasm for. 
but little knowledge of, the arts and 
processes of horticulture.”

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Doing it the Rockwell way 


WASHINGTON - Last fall, a mystery 
man calling himself “ Moses" tipped us 
off that the giant space contractor, 
R ockw ell International, had given 
gratuities to scores of government space 
officials. 
After months of digging, we can report 
at least this much: Smiling Rockwell ex­ 
ecutives have taken 
federal officials on 
hunting trips, to race 
tracks and to football 
games On these occa­ 
sions. Rockwell usual­ 
ly has provided plenty 
of food and liquor. 
Corporate 
hunting 
lodges at Wye Island. 
Md., and near Albany. 
Ga., were opened to 
s p a c e 
o f f i c i a l s , 
depending on whether 
they prefer to shoot 
geese in Maryland or quail in Georgia. 
The corporate jet has also been made 
available to officials in need of transpor­ 
tation 
To spare their government guests 
from embarrassment. Rockwell uses 
perforated expense vouchers. Above the 
perforation, the Rockwell executive 
writes down how much money he has 
spent on entertainment But the govern­ 
ment officials who were entertained are 
discreetly listed below the perforation. 
After the Rockwell auditors have ap­ 
proved the reimbursement, the lower 
sections of the vouchers are removed 
and suppressed 
Despite these precau­ 
tions, we have learned the names of 
some of the officials who have partaken 
of Rockwell’s hospitality: 
—Rockwell once invited some dis­ 
tinguished guests, including Sen Frank 
Moss, D.-Utah, chairman of the Senate 
Space Committee, to its Georgia hunting 
retreat. Then the company brought in 
astronaut James Lovell to impress upon 
the guests the importance of the space 
program. 


—On another occasion. Rockwell sent 
its private Sabre liner to Houston to fly 
astronaut Jack Lousma to a hunting 
lodge 
The corporate files show that 
astronaut Stuart Roosa has also used the 
Rockwell jet. 


—As we reported in an earlier column, 
space officials Clarence Gay, Ryndal 
Wetherington, Gerald Griffin and Jack 
Cramer have been guests of the space 
contractor at its Wye Island hunting 
lodge 
—Other space officials who have ac­ 
cepted favors from Rockwell include 
Charles King, II. Dale Brubb, Jeffrey 
Hamilton and Al Alibrando 


Footnote: We called all the govern­ 
ment officials who recieved gratuities 
from Rockwell. Those we reached 
denied any wrongful intent. A Rockwell 
spokesman said his company will no 
longer provide gratuities to government 
officials. 
THE NEW IMPERIALISTS: It is a 
grim historical irony that the Soviets, 
who profess to be leading a world 
crusade against 
im p erialism , are 
spreading the imperialism they cry so 
loudly against. 
It is a new, insidious form of im ­ 
perialism which imposes Soviet tyranny 
upon nations in the name of peoples 
democracies. This new imperialism is 
being carried into Southeast Asia, South 
America, Africa and the Middle East not 
by Soviets bearing arms but by Soviets 
bearing gifts. 
The degree of tyranny varies from na­ 
tion to nation The Soviet technique is to 
make these nations so dependent on 
Moscow that slowly, inexorably, they 
become Soviet satellites 
A classic case is the remote former 
British protectorate of South Yemen. It 
is closed to U.S. newsmen, but we sent 
our associate Joe Spear to the border at 
the far end of the Arabian peninsula to 
get the story. Writing from across the 
border in North Yemen, where thou­ 
sands of refugees have fled from the new 
tyranny, Spear reports: 
“South Yemen has become almost a 
total puppet of the Soviet Union, the 
worst police state in the Arab world ” 
The Sovietizing of South Yemen began 
with the usual gifts — military ship­ 
ments that gave the rulers illusions of 
power. Spear reports that the small 
sheikhdom now has at least 20 modern 
MIG-21 fighter-bombers, another 20 
older MIG-17s and enough support air­ 
craft to complete a formidable air force. 
The Soviets have also supplied the 
South Yemeni ground troops with 250 
tanks, many of them advanced T-54s and 
T-55s. 
With 
the 
i m p r e s s i v e 
m i l i t a r y 
weaponry, of course, came 3,000 to 4,000 
Soviet advisers and technicians osten­ 
sibly to train these South Yemenis to 
operate their new equipment. To give the 
advisory force an international flavor, 
the Soviets also brought in 300 to 400 East 
Germans and more than 200 Cubans 


The visitors are more interested in giv­ 
ing political than military advice. Under 
the guidance of the Russians, for exam­ 
ple, the East Germans virtually run the 
Interior Ministry which has turned South 
Yemen into a Soviet-model police state. 
An estimated quarter of the population 
is engaged in some kind of security work. 


As in other Communist nations, the peo­ 
ple are encouraged to spy on one 
another. The interrogations are reported 
to be extremely harsh. Even women and 
children are hauled in for questioning 
and thrown into prison if they don’t give 
the right answers. 
The people have fled South Yemen in 
such numbers that smuggling individuals 
out of the country has become a thriving 
black-market business. The population, 
as a result, has plunged from over 1.5 
million under British rule to 800,000 un­ 
der Soviet influence.
